Carry  per  unit  costs  four  decimal  places. 

Items  which  do  not  apply  to  your  Companies  business,  and  cannot 
be  filled  in  should  be  checked,  excepting  large  sections,  which 
should  be  ruled  out. 

Zeros  should  be  filled  in:  don't  leave  blank  lines. 

Where  statistical  information  asked  for  is  not  given,  state  reason 
for  omitting.
